Avila  College  will  offer  a European  Study  Program 
beginning  in  September,  1969.  Headquarters  will  be  in 
Ansembourg  Castle  near  Luxembourg  City.  Applica- 
tions are  being  accepted  now. 

This  opportunity  for  foreign  study  is  designed  for 
broadening  student  experience  in  European  culture 
and  languages  and  for  deepening  understanding  of 
other  nations  and  peoples.  Courses  will  be  offered  in 
various  phases  of  art,  music,  theatre,  languages,  and 
international  relations. 

Course  work  will  fit  into  the  four-year  program  of 
the  undergraduate.  Graduate  work  will  be  offered  in 
theatre  only.  Credit  hours  will  come  from  the  parent 
college. 

Six  colleges  and  Southern  Illinois  University  are 
participating  institutions  in  this  study  center  which 
will  be  known  as  Vita  International  Study  Center.  Only 
140  students  will  be  accepted  during  the  first  year. 
Part  of  the  faculty  will  come  from  the  participating 
American  institutions  and  part  from  Europe. 

Sister  Germaine  Matter,  CSJ,  professor  of  French 
at  Avila,  will  teach  at  Vita  International  during  the 
first  semester;  Sister  Martha  Smith,  CSJ,  professor 
of  history,  during  the  second  semester. 

Ansembourg  Castle  has  been  chosen  as  the  site 
for  the  study  center  because  of  its  proximity  to  the

vital  centers  of  European  cultural,  social,  political, 
and  historical  developments.  Field  trips  will  be  pro- 
vided to  these  centers  as  part  of  the  study  experience. 
Students  may  also  avail  themselves  of  low  costtravel, 
especially  arranged  for  them,  to  England,  Switzer- 
land, Austria,  Italy,  and  Greece. 

Costs  will  be  kept  minimal.  Tuition  and  fees,  room 
and  board  and  round  trip  transportation  from  Chicago 
will  be  $1350  for  one  semester  and  $2405  for  two 
semesters. 

The  academic  year  has  been  organized  into  the 
following  sessions: 

First  semester:  September  1 - December  13,  1969. 

Winter  intersession:  December  28,  1969-January 
14,  1970. 

Second  semester:  February  2,  1970- May  15,  1970. 

Summer  session:  June  15,  1970  - July  25,  1970. 

All-inclusive  expenses  for  the  winter  intersession 
will  be  $795.  For  this  session  four  hours  of  credit 
will  be  given.  The  summer  session,  which  will  carry 
six  semester  hours  of  credit,  will  be  $995  including 
study  and  sight-seeing  in  eight  countries. 

Students  who  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of 
Avila  College  are  eligible.  The  program  is  designed 
especially  for  sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors  as 
well  as  for  graduate  students  in  theatre.

THE  DAYS  AND  NIGHTS  OF  BEEBEE  FENSTER-

William  Snyder’s  play  is  a perceptive  social  com- 
edy with  serious  overtones  which  achieved  a record- 
breaking  off-Broadway  run  when  first  produced  in 
1962.  Concerned  with  the  plight  of  a sensitive  and 
artistic  young  girl  who  has  come  to  New  York  to  find 
fame  and  fortune  as  a writer,  the  play  traces  the 
breakdown  of  her  futile  dreams.  Judi  Williams  will 
have  the  title  role  of  Beebee. 

The  play  is  interestingly  staged.  On  a platform 
behind  the  main  acting  area,  Beebee’s  mother  and  j 
aunts  talk  about  their  own  lives.  These  scenes  are  I 
interspersed  with  those  of  Beebee  in  her  New  York 
apartment.  The  effect  gives  perspective,  revealing 
Beebee’s  background  in  a small  town  and  atthe  same 
time  contrasting  the  alluring  life  of  the  city  with  its 
possibilities  for  success  with  the  familiar  existence 
in  the  small  town  which  Beebee  left  behind.

Out  of  town  students  may 
register  by  mail. 

The  courses  offered  at  Avila  in  foreign  languages, 
history,  science,  speech,  and  others  are  basic  degree 
requirements.  Many  students  prefer  to  take  these 
courses  in  the  summer  and  thus  to  lighten  their 
course  load  in  the  fall  semester.  The  academic  dean 
at  Avila  has  taken  this  fact  into  consideration  in 
planning  the  summer  schedule.  Classes  are  open  to 
men  and  women.  All  buildings  are  air  conditioned. 

Offerings  which  will  fulfill  teacher  certification 
requirements  will  be  of  special  interest  to  teachers. 
Montessori  teachers  will  be  offered  excellent  in- 
struction by  Miss  Lena  Wikramaratne.  The  religious 
education  program  at  Avila  is  designed  to  prepare 
professional  and  volunteer  instructors  in  religion  for 
their  work  with  young  people. 

General  offerings  in  mathematics,  psychology, 
philosophy,  government,  sociology,  music,  chem- 
istry, English,  art,  and  biology  will  be  available  to 
all.  Dancing  lessons  and  piano  lessons  for  tots,  teens, 
and  young  adults  will  be  given  at  Avila  from  June  16 
to  August  8.
